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The Médical Society was addressed 
last evening by Dr. J. M. Rider, Sur- 
geou-ln- Çtilef to the MeOill General 
Hospital, und lion. .President of the 
Intercollegiate Union. Referring to 
the kind remarks In President Knolls' 
introduction. Dr. Elder observed that 
the remarks heard In the vicinity of 
the clinics werç not usually otsueh a 
congratulatory character. 

The subject of the evening was 
"Anesthetics in General Practice," on 
which the doctor speaks Willi authority, 
it having received his especial at- 
tention during Ï5 years' practice. An- 
eslhtsia is lisuall} the first branch 
of medicine practiced v>y the young 
physician, because H is regarded as 
a post where he pan he of leapt harm, 
although in the hands of a careless 
man, anethesla may be of ereit dan- 
ser. 

Anesthetics may he grouped in two 
Classes: Local and general. Local 
anesthesia is the regional injection of 
well-known drugs, chiefly employed In 
minor operations. General anesthesia, 
'.In- inhalation "i nitrous oxide, ether, 
.chloroform, and others of more recent 
' discovery. For these latter. Dr. 
! Elder prophesied a .more general use 
m the near future. In this country, 
[.fiber is more generally used: across 
the water they appear to favor rhlnr- 
• oform. Judging from Information 
giitheiedfrprn different source?, other 
• the safer In the tnujoritv of cases, 
noting, however, that Ils administra - 
1 ■•■"ii was governed by climatic condi- 
tions In the West Indies, for ex- 
ample, the use of ether was Imprac- 
ticable owing to the hot elinvite, 
wiitle even at the Montreal General 
Hospital, at certain periods of the 
! year, ifc? itse w as suspended The 
(speaker criticized Ihe method of art- 
' ministering In small quantities, and 
; advised using freely, milted with ubun- 
1 dance of air. ,

- Even though we are laboring under peculiar conditions, we must 
not allow the standard of the University to be decreased. There is 
.Still time te prepare for those finals. Concentration will, however, 
be neeéssàry. Zeal and interest in the great problems that are fac- 
ing our country should be exhibited, but for the student, who is try- 
ing topbtain his year, the deciding voice will be lh.it of the examin- 
er. The. examiner will only judge the results on the knowledge dis- 
played and knowledge is only an outcome of study. Study - takes 
timet and 'there is very little lime left; so the sooner a start is made 
the fetter. , .

Prof. Traquair 
Addresses Art, 
Association 



In his lecture on "Tho East and 
rtest in Art," delivered Thursdav 
night before the Art Association, of 
Montreal, Prof. Ramsay Traquair, 
A.U.I., U.A., of the Department of Ar- 
chitecture, treated or the influence or 
the Orient upon the artistic, life of 
the West. One could not fall to be 
struck by the degree to which the 
<>r.cnt had influenced, and is still 
influencing, many branches of art. He 
ret J--rred to the presence in Amerlcan- 
and European homes of such pieces 
of art as rugs and carpets from Asia 
Alinor and Persia, table ware from 
Japan and China, and tho many 
hanglns, eottons and woven fabrics 
which also come from these places, of 
the arts, 'picture painting alone, 
seemed able to maintain Itself against 
this Orient*! influence. These condi- 
tions did not . always prevail, the 
speaker said, for during the mediaeval 
period, from the thirteenth to the six- 
teenth century, native art In Europe 
was capable of producing all that was 
necessary for Hfe> Tapestries and 
waU hangings, metal work and earth- 
enware, and table hangings were of 
native pattern as well as native man- 
ufacture ,and were quite as beautiful 
as anything now imported from the 
East. With the seventeenth centnrv 
there came a falling off in all the 
décorative arts, which continued 
through the eighteenth conturv, until 
by the middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury the European art products, ex- 
cepting picture-palnur.g, were clumsy, 
ugly ar.d beneath contempt. In con- 
sequence when William Morris and 
his pupils attempted the revival of 
tl-cse arts, they were forced to turn 
to mediaeval times or the East for in- 
spiration. 

Professor Traquair said that, thaftks 
to RusScia and William Morris, it is 
pnfsib.e to get reasonably designed 



ly désigne! one— cheaper to begin 
w;th and cheaper ir. the end. At pre- 
sent, when the power to design Is ron- 
fired to a few highly-trained Indivl- 
ern workman does so, and the work- 
duals, buyers often hsd to pay highly 
foV this skill, hut there wa.3 no reason 
w..y the ordinary workman should not 
aeslm earily and well, not elaborate 
works of srt for the connoisseur, but 
simple things for daily use. The east- 
men of Europe and America of to-day 
were In no way their inferiors.

Shepherd. The lecture hall was well 
filled, notwithstanding the inclemency 
of the weather.

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War Summary

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. BELGIUM . 

Uperahons in Belgium have been hindered by thick mist and 
lum and also snow in some parts. The Belgians have succeeded in 
regaining some positions lost a few days ago. The British have ad- 
vanced about 100 metres on the La Bassee Rroad. Fighting is still 
going on along the Ypres Canal with no definite results for either 
side. 

FRANCE 

Along the Aisne the German artillery has been active, but the 
French batteries have succeeded in silencing it. In the Champagne 
district the French progress continues, especially around Perthes and 
Mesnil-les-Hurlus. In the Meuse Valley some German trenches 
were destroyed. In the forest of Apremont fresh progress has also 
been made. 

RUSSIA 

A great Russian success, according to reports, has been achieved 
south of the VHnla, near Molinoff, the German forces having been 
badly cut up. The Gernnns have, recommenced the, offensive in the 
vicinity of Mogheby. The Russians have sliongly defended posi- 
tions here and should be able to withstand all assaults. It is thought 
that the Germans will attempt to start a new movement on Warsaw 
from Przasnysz and Novogorod. 

AUSTRIA- HUNGARY ' ' 

The fighting in the Carpathians is developing into a sort of siege 
warfare, 'hand-to-hand fighting taking place in the trenches with- 
out any material advance for either side. . In Eastern Galicia the 
enemy are making determined efforts to reach Halicz, an impôt tant 
point on the Dniester River. 

BRITISH EMPIRE

idly in the last few days as Holland is reported as preparing for 
war. 

TURKEY 

The most important news from Europe yesterday was that 
about ihe bombardment of the Turkish foib at the mouth of the 
Dardunelles. The Allied fleets of Britain and France took part in 
the action and all the forts at the mouth of the strait were destroy- 
ed. This will give a good start to the effort to take Constantinople 
which will be an event of the utmost importance.

"Gunpowder, marvellous to say, is 
aimost pure cotton. It requires but 
little ' Juggling- -scientific Juggling, to 
De Sllre _-tn con ver I the harmless crop 
of the cotton-field Into the most re- 
fined of modern smokeless powders. 
Itose btg grains of cannon-powder, 
which lool< like pieces of sUck .candy, 
are but cotton refined to this form 
and treated With nitrate. The process 
was evolved by the Delaware 
frfotorles, where most of the pow- 
der used by the United Statee Gov- 
ernment for more than a hundred 
vearahas been produced. Many car- 
leads of cotton are sent every year 
to these mills and to the government 
plant at Indian Head on the Poto- 
mac River, where they are soon con- 
verted Into what Uncle Pam believes 
tn be the best smokeless powder In 
the world.

Kir&t the raw cot- 
ton is treated with ilher and alco- 
hol to break up the fibre. This con- 
verts it into a jelly-like mass. As 
the t-ther and alcohol have no pla.ee 
In the ultimate product, thev are 
• v.iporated. The cotton Jelly is then 
treated with nitrate In such propor- 
tions thai, when the powder is fired 
the two nill unite to form an ex- 
panding cas, and there will be abso- 
lutely nothing; left." ' 

All the powder tor United .Slates 
guns, we are (old, is made from this 
nitrated jelly. The only difference is 
hi the else of the grains. The big- 
ger the gun, the bigger Hie grain of 
j Powder, For the rifle-, the men cany, 
the grains are but half as big as a 
I ! in head. For the. largest coast -de- 
f< nse guns they are three Inches long 
j and three-quarters Of an inch thick. 
Every grain la perforated lengthwise. 
The very small g ruins have a single 
hole. While the larger sizes have seven. 
The arrangement is in .accordance 
with mathematical calculation, the se- 
cret of which bolong^ to the Gov- 
ernment and Its powder- makers. To 
quote further. In substance: 

"The holes regulate the rapidity 
with which the powder will burn. t' 
la nol Intended that the charge of 
powder in a big gun shall exhaust Its 
force instantly. The beginning of 
Ihe explosion start; lbs projectile on 
its way. The explosion continues, and, 
as the projectile gains . speed, the 
force behind it continues to push. 
Ihe projectile Is followed down Iho 
rifle-barrel by a continuous explosion, 
by which Us speed is constantly accel- 
erated. The powder U burning fastest 
and pushing hardest at the Instant 
Ihe projective reaches Ihe mouth of 
the gun. At thai Instant, also. it 
burns up ind exhausts Itsolf. Its work 
is done. 

'Vrhus It w ill be seen that a quick- 
er burning powder will be needed In 
push a projectile out of a five-foot 
gun barrel than one thirty feet long 
The longer the gun-barrel, the longer 
the powder will need to * burn In ac- 
complishing its purpooe. The size of 
the grains and Ihe arrangement of 
the perforations, controlling the length 
of lime the charge will burn, are Ihe 
fi f lora which fit a given powder to 
a given gun. 

"To one who likes to know the 
reasons for things, there Is an Inter- 
esting problem In the arrangement 
of the perforations In these grains oi 
powder. If you light a scrap of paper 
all around f he edçe It will burn to- 
ward the centre,' and the burning 
surface will steadily decrease, tf you 
make a hole In the centre of the pa- 
per and start the conflagration there, 
the flame wtll steadily grbw and the 
nx st rapid burning w ill lake place 
before the fire has reached the outer 
edge. 

"This Is the exact principle whlclî 
governs the. arrangement of tho per- 
forations In the Government's big gun 
powder. The burning starts along the 
surface exposed by the perforations 
ar.d apreods, always faster ns the 
hole Is enlarged," burning fastest at 
the Instant it Is consumed. This 
Is. the principle which enables a 
thirty-fhousand-ton battleship to fire 
a broadside of sufficient force, to lift 
itself thiry feet out of the water It 
the foot- pounds expended were .used 
in that way. 

"There is probably no line ' of en- 
deavor In which the nations watch 
one another more carefully than hi 
the manufacture of powder. It ran 
easily be seen that if one .nation 
had a powder capable of shooting 25 
per cent, farther than the enemy, the 
ships of the first nation might dis- 
able those of the second without ever 
being under fire. .At present there are 
no powder secrets. All the nations 
mak« their powder out of the f ame 
materials, the only difference betr.^ 
la the mechanical form the produce 
takes. The British powder is made in 
Itng etleks which look like macaroni 
without the large centra! hole. The 
French powder looks like flat pieces 
of chewing-gum.
